battlefield and the privations of the 
camp and march are still cherished 
fondly by the people of the country. 
As long as there is a deserving pension- 
er in this broad land there will be a 
generous sentiment to influence liberal 
pension appropriations, and it may 
safely be said that the only menace to 
pensioners that has ever arisen was in 
the form of the pension sharks who 
have endeavored to pervert the pension 
fund to unworthy ends. 


T O D A T we honor the memory and 
commemorate the virtues of Washing 
ton—his integrity, his courage, his un 
selfish patriotism, his manly contempt 
alike for the political trickster, the 
jobber and the unscrupulous partisan 
It is well for the nation to keep Wash 
ington in mind—not one day in the 
year, not alone on the 22d of Febru- 
ary—but every day. He is revered in 
history, not only for his services, but 
most of all for his character. 
It is 
more than a childish legend that "he 
could not tell a lie." He was a man 
incapable, by the very force of his 
moral nature, of lying or engaging in 
intrigue, incapable of any swerving 
from his duty. He was^hated and aS' 
sailed by the tricksters and incompe 
tents of his day, but he serenely kept 
on his way, and he lives in histoiy 
while their 
names are forgotten 
Times and manners change, but prin- 
ciples of conduct are eternal. It is 
mockery to dedicate a holiday to the 
memory of Washington, unless we are 
going to honor the lesson of his life. 


The benevolent Mr. Amado Chaves 
superintendent of public instruction in 
New Mexico, is perfectly safe in.offer 
ing a gift of 500,000 acres of land to 
Armenians who will come to America 
and settle on it. The offer will never be 
accepted. In the one province of Anato 
lia alone 50,000 Armenians have been 
butchored. The world will never forget 
that the powers of Europe might have 
stopped this awful murder if they 
would. If such massacres had been at 
tempted on any part of this continent, 
the governments here, the United States 
at their head, would have suppressed 
them at the outset. 
But we—we are re- 
publics on this side the globe, and we are 
not jealous of one another. 


The new steel arch bridge that will be 
thrown across Niagara river at the falls 
will weigh 4.000,000 pounds. It will be 
1,340 feet long and 40 feet wide. It is 
time there was something to take the 
place of thfi antiquated structure that 
now spans the river below the great cat- 
aract. It is high time, too, that the an- 
tiquated system of exorbitant toll taking 
which still prevails there was replaced 
with something modern and reasonable. 
This view of iihe question is commended 
to the enterprising capitalists who are 
constructing the new bridge.

In his town, as in 
all towns, are old soakers who again and 
again are arrested for being drunk and 
disorderly. The stereotyped method of 
dealing with these is "send them up for 
ten days," in default of their ability to 
pay a fine. They never do have the 
money to pay the fine and thus their 
families are deprived of even such 
wretched support as they would render 
during the ten days. 


When such an inveterate appears be- 
fore Mr. Justice Morrison, the justice 
looks him over from head to foot and 
then says, "If I let you go, will you 
promise upon your honor to report at 
police headquarters three times a day, 
to show that you are keeping sober?" 
The drunkard promises anything rather 
than go to jail. He appears at the police 
station morning, noon and night, and 
a police officer with a particularly pow- 
erful nose for whisky smells his breath. 
If he is sober, he is allowed to go free 
again. If he shows traces of being in- 
toxicated, then he is sent to prison. If 
he does not report, it is taken as a sign 
that he has lapsed, and he is searched 
for through the city and when found, is 
made to go and serve out his sentence. 


The plan works so well that it is 
somewhat rare for a drunkard to fall 
dturing the period while he is obliged to 
report at police headquarters. The re- 
sult is sometimes the breaking up of the 
fixed habits of desperate old topers. It 
saves to the city the expense of the 
men's maintenance, besides. The system 
is worth trying elsewhere.

All of us, grown people and children, 
admire above all else noble, heroic deed, 
truthfulness, gentleness, politeness, gen- 
erosity, good temper. If we put more of 
these qualities into our own every day 
lives, all the world would catch them by. 
and by, and it would not lake so long a 
time either.

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Sand Filtration. 


It has long been known that water 
filtered through clean sand is the purest 
of any. The present contaminated con- 
dition of the water which supplies most 
cities suggests that the experiment of 
filtering it through sand might be made 
without great expense in places where 
the sand can be had, as along the banks 
of rivers and lakes. 


The attempt will be made thus to 
purify the water supply of the city of 
West Superior, Wis. 
Traces of sewage 
have been found in the city water to 
such an extent that it has become un- 
bearable. The water company is making 
arrangements to pass the whole supply 
from the lake to the city over sand be- 
fore it reaches the consumer. The sand 
near the city is very pure and white. A 
long gallery has been dug through this 
sand at the point where the water is 
drawn from Lake Superior. 
The top 
and sides of the gallery are tight, to 
prevent the trickling through of any 
surface water. 
The water in the pas- 
sage drips slowly through the sand into 
wells which are dug at the bottom of 
each section of the long gallery. The 
wolls reach down to the substratum of 
red clay, and from them the water is 
pumped to the city. 


Of course it will be necessiury to 
change the sand when it becomes foul, 
but that can bo done. 
The water thus 
filtered through the sand has been test- 
ed and found to be very pure.

EXPLORERS NOW TURN THEIR AT- 


TENTION TO THE ANTARCTICS. 


Borcltgr^vitik'« 
Discoveries 3n Soathern 
Seas and His Plans Jh'or a Future Espe- 
illtion — An 
Antarctic 
Continent — The 
Great Ice Barrier of Victoria jLand. 


There is a vast section of this planet 
about which wo know almost nothing. 
It lie.s around the .south magnetic pole. 
The north pole has long been the goal of 
adventurous 
explorers who have trav- 
ersed much of the frozen wastes which 
surround it, and now it is rumored that 
Nansen has reached the pole and is re- 
turning with definite information con- 
cerning it. At any rate, our maps of the 
arctic rpgions give us a good idea of the 
proportion of 
land and water there. 
When they reach the antarctic circle, 
hcwevor, tlie geographers stop and indi-

cate their lack of information by leaving 
a blank space about the southern extrem- 
ity of the globa 


If it is true that Nansen has actually 
solved the mystery of the north, the 
chief ambition of future explorers will 
be directed toward the southern pole. 
Much of our arctic mapmaking has been 
done within the last half century, while 
during the last 44 years little or nothing 
has been added to our knowledge of that 
mysterious region below the antarctic 
circle. Since Sir James Ross returned in 
1852 from his daring dash into the south 
polar seas and reported that he had dis- 
covered what he thought was a conti- 
nent and which he named Victoria Land, 
there has been .lots of speculating done, 
but no investigating, at least none under 
scientific control. 


The old geographers accepted the the- 
ory that there must be a great continent 
there because land on that section of the 
globe was needed to preserve the propor- 
tions and keep the spheroid upright. 
Their sticcessorsjcould not accept this as 
a true theory and, lacking any definite 
evidence of the existence of such a con- 
tinent and weary of waiting for explor- 
ers to supply the deficiency, 
finally 
scratched off the lines of the vague con- 
tinent from their maps. 
It remains to 
be seen whether or not they will be able 
to definitely replace Antarctica within 
the next ^ew years. 
. There is one man living today who 
has set foot on what he believes was 
this mysteriou.s mainland of the frozen 
south and i.s confident that within a 
year he will have penetrated to theveiy 
pole itself. 
This is C. Egerberg Borch- 
grevink, the hardy Norseman who last 
summer startled the scientific world by 
a modest announcement of where he 
had been and what he had .seen beyond 
the antarctic ice barrier. 
He made his 
statement before the international geo- 
graphical congress in Loudon, and his 
simple story was received with almast 
unprecedented 
enthusiasm. 
He 
was 
hailed as the hero of the antarctics, and 
plans for immediately following up hi.s 
discoveries were at once formed. 


Mr. Borchgrevink is now lecturing iu 
this country, but next September he is 
to start at the head of a party of scien- 
tists for the unknown regions around 
the south pole. An English commeroial 
company has offered to fit out the expe- 
dition and take the explorer and his 
party to Victoria Land. 
They are to go 
in a good sized steamship, and will 
carry with them a T4 ton steamer and a 
naphtha or steam launch for the use of 
the scientists. 
The steamship will load 
with whale and i-eal oil and skins, or 
with guano if nothing more valuable 
can be secured. 
The explorers will be 
landed and left to the mercy of an ant- 
arctic winter while the ship goes back 
to Melbourne, to return a year later. 


Professor Borchgrevink is physically 
an ideal explorer. He is a stockily built, 
bronze faced man of only 31 years. 
Ho 
was born in Christiania of English and 
Norwegian parents. As a young man he 
made one trip before the mast on a sail- 
ing vessel, and left the f-ea with reluc- 
tance to fini.sh his education at various 
Euronean universitie.s. 
Later he went

to Aufctralia, where he joined the sur- 
vey department, and attracted atten- 
tion l)y .scaling Mount Lind.^ay, a pre- 
cipitou.s peak in QneeiislaJ)d, a feat 
which had never befoni bteu accom- 
pli.sluirl. 


Ho was; I teacher of modern languages 
and science when he heard that a whal- 
ing steamer was to start from Melbourne 
for tlu' antarctic sea.s and wa.s to try to 
find the localitv where .Sir James Ro.s8 
reported to have seen so many of the 
now almost extinct and very valuable 
''right'' whales. Professor Borchgrevink 
at once applied for pa.«sage on the steam- 
er, but wa.s cnrtly informed that no sci- 
entilJc or other pa.ss'onjirrs were dc^-irpti.

In all his accounts of his voyage 
Borchgrevink has said little or nothing 
about the hardships which he endured, 
but it is known that the captain was ac- 
friendly tg hiio ,f-rom liie_si;aitj p^rbjipii 


on account ot tne iriendfy ana respect- 
ful feelins the ciew showed to him. 


Tlie ves.sel in which he sailed wa."^ the 
Antarctic, an antiquated .steamer, which 
had been patched up for the trip. 
She 
was far superior, however, to the sailing 
vessels Erebus and Terror, which Ross 
used. 
The start was made on Sept. .'¿0, 
but owing to an accident Which caused 
some delay it was Deo. 7 before he 
sighted, from his .'¡tation in the crow's 
nest, the edge of the ice pack, the ad- 
vance guard that tells of tiie existence 
of the great ice harrier that surrounds 
Victoria Land. 
For 88 days the ship 
struggled in the pack, dodging icebergs 
and threading her way through narrow 
channels that opened and closed as if the 
ice had been pieces of colored glass in a 
vast kaleidoscope. Christmas night was 
pas.sed and the new year came in with 
the rays of the midnight sun shining 
down upon them. 
At last, on Jan. 14, 
they found clear water, and two days 
later, having steametl steadily sourh- 
wiir(\, tin forbidding coi.sr l::ie of Vic- 
toria Land, on which human foot had 
never been aet, was sighted. Cape Adair 
was reached, &om'whence land could be 
seen stretching to the south and west as 
far as the eye could reach. It rose from 
dark, bare rocks into peaks of perpetual 
snow and ic.e 12,000 feet above the sea. 
Most of tliese peaks were of volcanic 
formation, if not all of them, and some 
had been in recent eruption. These were 
the smoking mountains which Rosg told 
about. 


On Jan. 18 they reached Possession 
island, where Ross made his only land- 
ing in the antarctic regions. 
Borchgre- 
vink and some of the crew landed, and 
the young scientist told them that they 
were the second party to set foot on that 
island for half a century. 
He made 
quite an extended exploration of the is- 
land and scalea one of 
the 
highest 
peaks. 
Here he made one of the most 
important discoveries that hare enriched 
antarctic lore. 


"Quite unexpectedly," he says, " I 
iound vegetatioi^ on the rocks about 80 
feet above the sea level. 
Vegetation 
never was discovered in such southerly 
latitudes before. It is a cellular cryptog- 
amous plant—a lichen. " 


Professor Borchgrevink does not say 
that most men would have passed by 
this insignificant growth 
without 
a 
thought, as Sir James Boss probably 
did. 
He saw in it an evidence of a con- 
tinent. 


On Jan. 20 the vessel again steamed 
southward, and Coleman 
island was

sighted, 
still onward 
they 
steamed 
for two days, entering waters which 
had never before been plowed by a keel, 
and on Jan. 22 they reached latitude 74 
degrees. 
Here the practical captain de- 
cided to turn north again. He was look- 
ing for whales, and as none had been 
sighted, he could see no profit in going 
forward. It mattered little to him that 
before them was a solitude which 
man 
had never explored and which might 
never be reached again. 
He wanted 
whales. Just a little more than one de- 
gree to the south lay the south magnetic 
pole, according to Borchgrevink'scalcu- 
lation.s. He might easily have continued 
until the shore of the continent was 
reached, pushed on over the land if pos- 
sible, and made his voyage one of the 
most famous since the days of Colum- 
bus. 


But no! Whale oil was what lie wa.s 
after and not fiime. 
S;. J<e iurned back. 
The feeling of disapiiointniein; in the 
breast of the humble scientist before the 
mast may be imagined. 


Back they went to Cape Adair, a day's 
sail to the north. There the captain was 
perHuaded to make a landing. Borchgre- 
vink was the first man of those in the 
two boats to set his foot on the mysteri- 
ous continent. In his enthusiasm to gain 
this distinction he jumped into the icy 
water up to his waist and waded ashore. 
He made a hasty inve.stigation of the 
shore and gathered a few specimens of 
rock and found some lichens similar to 
those on Posses.=ion f.sland. 
Tlien the 
Antarctic steamed home through the ice 
pack and escaped before the .southern 
polar winter .set in and caught her iu its 
icy grasp. 


Professor 
Borchgrevink 
intends 
to 
have hi.s party landed on the mainland 
near Coleman island. 
From there he 
will start with three Norwegian com- 
panions and traver.se on snowshoes and 
sledges the distance of 160 miles inter- 
vening between the camp and the pole. 
What manner of country this is he will 
try to di.scover. 
Ho is almo.st sure that 
it is a continent. He does not know that 
it is not inhabited. TheE.skinios live in 
a more severe climate. He thinks he has 
seen a trace of land animals, and he will 
try to find them. 


Will he find the pole? 
If he finds' it, will he live to return? 
He is confident of doing both. 
Thou- 
sands of scientistsand million.s of intel- 
ligent people who do not chum more 
than a .speaking acquaintance with .sci- 
Incc will await the result of this expe- 
tition with ospectant eagerness.

Ttie Hungarians are ju.st 
now enjoying a perioii of reviving wel- 
fare and wide.^pread good fortune, and 
althougJi their.s i.s the only nation iu 
Europe which can celebrate a millen- 
nial they iiro the most pr<)gre.s.sive and 
up to date people on the continent. 


The coming 
millennial celebration 
will be not 'merely a local exposition at 
Budapest, but it will be a national af- 
fair, evidences of which will be seen in

every village and hamlet throughout the 
country. 
For a whole year there will 
be a succe.>sion of holidays, each one 
marking some stage of the celebration. 
Many of the features of the observation 
will be of a practical nature and will 
consist in the dedication of substantial 
and permanent monuments to the na- 
tional pride. 


First comes the opening of the new 
parliament 
building, 
a 
magnificent 
structure as fine as any in the world. 
The building will cost, when completed, 
over $8,000,000. 
Another feature will 
be the opening of two new bridges over 
the Danube connecting the two ancient 
divisions of the city—Buda and Pest. 
An underground electric railway, under 
Andrassy avenue, which is said to be 
one of the most beautiful streets in Eu- 
rope, will be completed about this time 
and an enormous new sewer directly 
through the heart of the city will also 
be put in operation. 
Another feature 
which shows that the Hungarians are in 
the forefront of civilization will be the 
simultaneous opening of 500 new schools 
throughout the kingdom. 


The culmination of tlie celebration 
will occur on June 8, which is the anni- 
versary of the king's coronation. 
Then 
will be re-enacted the covenant of ten 
centuries 
ago, when 
Arpad 
entered 
Hungary and swore a holy oath that he 
would share his councils with the six 
chiefs who accompanied him. 
On this 
occasion Franci.s Joseph, emperor of the 
dual empire of Austria and Hungary 
and king of the latter country, will 
swear reciprocal fealty with tlie two 
houses of p.irliainent. 
'the king will 
wear th^i an< ieijt ri:-.t>aiia fivrii; v <iiu oy 
Sr. Stephen of Hui;gary. 
Memorials 
will bo erected at the seven points on 
the Hungarian frontier occupied by the 
conquerer when he entered the country 
with hi.s horsemen 1,000 years ago. 


But the chief charm of the whole 
celebration will be the exposition build- 
ings. The.so are to be extremely artistic 
in coustruction and finish and are to 
be located in the Varasligcl, which is 
The Boi.s do Boulogne of 
Budapest. 
There are to bo 169 of these buildings, 
large and small, and they will cost $5,- 
000,000. 


.The expo.sition buildings are to be 
divided into two sections. 
In one the 
Hungary of the past, centuries, the dead 
Hungary, will be repre-sented. 
This 
v/ill be thehi.storical .section. The other 
will be the modern section and will rep- 
re.'sent the Hungary of today. It will be 
hard to predict which will be the more 
interesting. 
The historical .section will 
ceriainly be fa.scinating. 
It will bo 
hou.sed in a beautiful building, or group 
of buildings 
rather, representing all 
Jsges of 
Hungarian 
arciiitecture. 
In 
^Ihe.se quaint and curious buildings will 
he .vmred art trea.suie.-i, relic.s and an- 
tiquities, eacli of which will tell its 
story of .^'iinK' bygone year (¡r age in the 
nation's 
histciy. 
Tlie archives 
and 
treasuries (if tlic dynasty will yield a 
rich exhibit, and the .«tiltan of Turkey 
will .'-eml relics of the Ottoman 
throne 
which arc connected v.ith Hungarian 
liis'ory. 
Mnsi'niiis of other nations will

Grecian Art, IJteratare and Architecture 
Studied Under Favorable SarroondinsTS. 


Amid the historic ruins of ancient 
Athens and in the very, locality where 
once lived the fathers of the classics is 
located the Americiin School'of Classic 
Studies,which has just been granted 
some indportant concessions by the Gre- 
cian government. 
The present school is 
an offshoot of the American Institute of 
Archajology, under whose auspices it 
was founded in 1884. 
For the first five 
years of its existence the school had its 
headquarters in a hired house near the 
ruins of the Olympinm. The Greek gov- 
ernment, however, in 1887 gave to the 
school a plot of land on the southern 
slope of Mount Lycabettus, which is in 
the suburbs of the modern city of Ath- 
ens. Here a substantial three story stone 
building was put up, and it has been 
occupied since 1888. 


The American school is mainly sup- 
ported by an association of the principal 
colleges in this country, and in return 
for an annual .suhscription of $250 each 
college is entitled to send one graduate,

who may remain at the school for a 
term of one year, tuition free. 
Grecian 
art, language and architecture are taken 
up under the most advantageous condi- 
tions and with surroundings that must 
necessarily be a con.-stant; inspiration. 
While tiie excavation of the ancient 
ruins is only part of the work attempt- 
ed, still some very creditable results 
have been obtained and some valuable 
discoveries made. 
The school has just 
completed a successful work at Argos, 
where an ancient temple, thought to 
be the oldest who.«e columns are still 
standing, has been tincovered. 
An in- 
teresting report of this discovery is soon 
to be published. 


The president of the trustees of the 
American school is Profe.ssor Charles 
Eliot Norton, for year.s- one of the most 
popular professors at Harvard and about 
the last remaining member of a coterie 
of distinguished schohir.s and literary 
men, of which Oliver Wendell Holmes 
and James Russell Lowell were mem- 
bers. 
The resident director of the school 
is Dr. Rnfn.s B. Richard.son, formerly of 
Dartmouth college. 
Dr. Cliarles Wald- 
etein is professor of art and Profe.ssor 
Benjamin I. Wheeler is profe.«.sor of 
Greek language and literature.

The message of the late Gov. Charles 
Anderson to the LVIIth Ohio general 
assembly, Jan. 1, 1866, in which

Monroe doctrine was denounced in se-

terms,

And while 
the attitude of Gov. Anderson at that 
time may be considered almost inex- 
plicable, much light is shed on the situ- 
ation when the environment of the ex- 
ecutive who succeeded the 
lamented 
Brougb in the closing days of the late 
war is considered. 
The message of 
Gov. Anderson was called out by the at- 
tempt of 
Louis Napoleon to force a 
monarchy upon our sister republic of 
Mexico by the musket, the bayonet and 
the cannon. 
He had flitted the bauble 
Maa.waaiiBl ygoss the a ^ before 
^ 


easily impressible mind of the Austrian 
Archduke Maximilian and his ambi- 
tious consort, the beautiful Carlotta, 
formerly the duchess of Brabant, and 
sister of the king of the Belgians. They 
caught at the bait, and Napoleon sent a 
French army to seat them upon the 
throne. 
Benito Juarez was then presi- 
dent of the Mexican republic, and he 
made a gallant 
defense, 
aided, 
of 
course, by Secretary Seward, who po- 
litely told France that the United States 
would not permit the setting up of a 
monarchy on the American continent. 
Maximilian was captured and shot, and 
his widow, Carlotta, Is now in a Vienna 
insane asylum. 
The dream of a mon- 
archy was over. 
When the French 
army marched into Mexico Gov. Ander- 
son bad a brother. Col. W. Marshall An- 
derson, of Circleville, some years de- 
ceased, who was an ardent sympathizer 
witb the cause of 
Maximilian. 
He 
went down to Mexico at the close of the 
rebellion, being a strong friend of the 
south, and, completely disgusted with 
the result of the war. offered his ser- 
vices to the Austrian archduke. 
The 
tender was not accepted, however, and 
Col. Anderson returned to Ohio a much 
disgusted man. 


So it appears the friendship of the 
Anderson family for the French invad- 
ers was most pronounced and 
while 
Gov. Charles Anderson was holding the 
highest position in the gift of a party 
in Ohio, whose chief, the sainted Lin- 
coln, had done so much to establish re- 
publican rule in Mexico, be was secretly 
giving aid and comfort to the foreign 
enemies of thè country. 
It is but truth 
to say that, while Gov. Anderson may 
have opposed the maintenance of the 
Monroe doctrine, the political organiza- 
tion that gave him the only public posi- 
tion he ever filled has been constant 
and enthusiastic in its support at all 
times and under all circumstances.

Text of the tesson, t a k e viil, 43-55—Mem- 
ory Verses, 48-50—Golden Text, Luke viil, 
48—Commentary

Stearns. 


43. "A woman had spent all her living 
open phj-siciaus, neither could be healed 
of any." Another helpless case, an op- 
portunity for the Lord to work. It is still 
true that wo are slow to come to the Lord 
until wo have come to the end of our- 
selves. 
Oh, that the Lord would bring ua 
quickly to see our nothingness and the 
vanitv of all earthly things, that wo might 
find in Him our all. He is still, in His 
word, showing "the glad tidings of the 
kingdom of God" (verso 1), that He may 
alluro us to Himself, but because so many 
will not read. 


44. "Immediately her issue of blood 
stanched." The lito of tho flesh is in the 
blood (Lev. xvii, 11), and for 12 years her 
life had been ebbing away. 
Tlie story of 
the little girl of our lesson is that of 12 
years' development of life suddenly cut 
off, and just as suddenly restored by the 
samo Jesus, who healed the life that was 
ebbing away. 
Mere natural life, whether 
steadily developed or steadily frittered 
away, is nothing until it is touched by 
Jesus, who is the life. Ho was crucifled 
at "the placo of a skull," and all that is 
on the earth of human greatness or glory 
is as empty as a skull, apart from the 
cross of Christ. 


45. "And Jesus said. Who touched Me?" 
The woman had heard of Jesus, perhaps 
was acquainted witli some who had been 
healed by Him, and by their testimony 
was encouraged to believe that if she could 
but touch the hem of His garment she 
would bo whole. 
Faith cometh by hear- 
ing and hearing by tho word of God (Rom. 
X, 17), so if wo would strengthen others 
and increase their faith we must commu- 
nicate that which God has done for us 
and through us to His glory (PhL vi). 


46. "I perceive that virtue is gone out 
of me." Thus spake Josus in answer to 
the disciples' statement that the multitude 
thronged Him. As He preached to tbe 
houseful tho power of the Lord was pres- 
ent fco.heal (Luk€> v, 18), but we read ot no 
one being healed except the one who came 
through the roof. So in this case power 
went from Him to only this one poor 
woman. As He s at at another time over 
against tho treaisury His heart went out 
more to one poor womau than to all tho 
others. Not; all who go to church or read 
the Bible are blesfied, but only those whose 
hearts go out to Biim in conscious need or 
worship. 


47. "She declared unto Him before all 
the people for what cause she had touched 
Him and how she was, healed immediate- 
ly." It seemed hard for this poor, timid, 
trembling woman thus to testify before 
aU tlie people, but observe that she did it 
"unto Him," and it was In gratitude for 
blessing received. 
Unto Him is the key 
to all service, and when thus we serve we 
do not mind the people, whether few or 
many. 


48. "Daughter, be of good comfort. 
Thy faith hath made thee whole. 
Go in 
peace." Surely it was worth while to con- 
fess Him publicly in order to receive this 
gracious word from His own lips right to 
her heart. If those who feel very weak 
and timid only would declare unto Him 
before the people, what a blessing they 
might receive 1 As far as is recorded she 
is the only woman He ever addressed as 
"daughter." Think how the words "good 
cheer," "made whole," "go in peace," 
would keep coming to her in aU her after' 
life—^his words to her soul. 


49. "Thy daughter is dead. Trouble 
not the Master." The incident we have 
just been studying oucurred while Jesus 
was on His way to the house of Jairus to 
heal his little girl, who seemed to be dying 
when Jairus left the house to go for Jesus 
(verse 41, 4:i). Put yourself in the place 
of Jairus and imagine his heart, as every 
moment seemed an hour that Jesus tarried 
in order to speak to tho poor woman. 
Then think of the agony of soul as this 
message comes. 


60. "Fear not. Believe only, and she 
shall be made whole." Ere the father 
has time to say, or perhaps even think, 
"Oh, if Ho had only come without delay- 
ing!" these gracious words fall from 
Jesus' lips. In Mark v, 86, it is, "Be not 
afraid, only believe." 


51. "He suffered no man to go in save 
Peter and James and John and the father 
and the mother of tho maiden." That 
would make just seven, with the little 
girl, seven altogether, tho perfect number. 
On two other occasions these three disci- 
ples were tho favored ones. Why, we shall 
know some day. If we are willing to ho 
His choice ones, "set apart for Himself," 
"a people for His own possession" (Ps. iv, 
S; Titus ii, 14, R. V.) I do not know why 
we may not. 


53. "Weep not. She is not dead, but 
sleepethi" Thus He spake as they all 
wept and bewailed her. In the case of 
Lazarus He called death a sleep (John xl, 
11-14). The body sleeps, but as to the 
spirit, tho person, the word is, "Absent 
from the body; present with the Lord." 
"Departed to be with Christ" (Phil. 1, 
21, 23; II Cor. v, 9). For the Christian 
who lives for Christ, to die is gain. 


53. "And thoy laughed Him to scorn, 
knowing that she was dead." 
They had 
only natural sight. 
Thoy believed wliat 
they saw, and seeing is believing with tho 
natural man. 
But to the spiritual man, 
believing is seeing. "Said I not unto thoo 
that if thou wouldcst believe thou should- 
est sec?" "Blessed are thej- that have not 
Been, yet have believed" (John xi, 40; xx, 
£9)- 
The believer is to believe Gud rarliup 
lhan his own eyes or feelings or thouglit.s 
or anything. 
Isu matter Iiuw things look 
wo are ever to say, "I beHtno Goii tliar i: 
shall bo even as it was told nie" (Act.-; 
xxvii, Si)).

Sylvanos Sawyer. 


Sylvanus Sawyer, the inventor of the 
rifled cannou, has just died in Temple- 
ton, Mass., at the age of 73. 
From his 
early boyhood, says the Springfield Re- 
publican, be showed a strong mechanic- 
al bent. In 1860 he invented a machine 
for .splitting rattan. 
In 1854 he tested 
the model of his rifled cannou. The test 
is thus de.scribed by C. H. Kelton, the 
owner of the shop in Templeton where 
he flni.shed the model: "The trial took 
place iu a meadow a short distance from 
his home. 
He had rigged up a pair of 
wheels taken from bis father's haycart, 
and thus bad drawn it down to the 
meadow. About a third of a mile away 
he had also ringed up a target composed 
of heavy oak planks from four to sis 
iuches thick and about ten feet square. 
He got us all down about the gun and 
then loaded it with about a pound of 
powder, and though confident of his 
own invention he did not dare trust 
himself iu its immediate neighborhood, 
but attached a fuse several feet long, 
lighted it—and then the whole crowd of 
ns ran like deer for about a quarter of a 
mile. - But nothing serious occm'red. 


' ' When the explosion took place, the 
I)rojectiIe went straight as a bullet to 
the mark, exploded as he planned that 
it should, and tore most of the target to 
pieces. 
Thus successful was the first 
rifled cannon ball ever fired in this or 
any other country. 
A second discharge 
with the same precautions was not so 
successful, it striking tho target askew, 
for it took later experience to teach that 
this was the fault of the projectile, and 
that to secure the straight passage 
through theairitmust be of even thick- 
ness and evenly balanced. 
Later, after 
many experiments, it was adopted by 
the war department as an improvement 
of great value." 


New System of Sabdlvidins Time. 


A modified centesimal system of sub- 
dividing time and angular measm'es is 
advocated by M. H. de Snrranton, in 
Le Revue Seientifiqne. 
He proposes to 
retain the hour as a fnndamental unit 
of time, on account of its tiniversal ac- 
ceptance, its convenience and the help 
lessness of the task of altering it. 
But 
the hour should be divided into 100 
minutes and the minute into 100 sec- 
onds, 
Thns each new minute would be 
three-fifths of an old minute, or 86 sec- 
onds, while the new second would be a 
little over a third of the present second. 
Two of the new seconds would cover 
the time of a brisk step, like the accel- 
erated pace used in the IVench army. 


The-new second is the time taken by 
one semivibration of a single pendulnm 
13.9 centimeters long. Time could then 
be consistently expressed in hours and 
decimal.«. Thus 80.3348 hours might be 
read 8 hours 33 (new) minutes 48 (new) 
seconds, aud calculatious involving time 
would be much simplified. 
Clock and 
watch dials would be subdivided into 
hours iVA usiral, but the smaller divi- 
sions for the minute and second hands 
would be hundredths of the circle in- 
stead of sixtieths, and eveiy tenth divi- 
sion would have to be slightly marked. 
For angula.r measurements M. de Snr- 
ranton propo.ses 240 degrees subdivided 
into 10 mii-ntes of 100 seconds each, so 
that they could be converted into hours 
by shifting the decimal point one place 
to the left. 


No More Goods oa ApprovaL

goods to customers for inspection, or, in 
the trade term, "approval," as they 
find that such articles are often used 
and then roturued with the statement 
that they do not answer the purpose.,

excess, and we know, too, that alcohol

When absorbed 
it cii-- 
culates 
in 
the 
blood 
as 
al- 
cohol. 
When 
eliminated

cells. 
B u t whén the blood is over- 
charged with alcohol it then paralyzes 
these cells—a fact t h a t we see dem- 
onstrated when men are under the in- 
flunce 
of this agent. 
We find t h a t the 
gray cells are incapable on account of 
this paralyzation of performing their 
functions, and 
the 
m a n 
talks 
inco 
herently or a t random and is tempo- 
rarily insane. If the m a n is very m u c h 
under the influence of alcohol, it para- 
lyzes the gray cells t h a t preside over 
the motor functions first, and we find 
him incapable of moving his limbs as 
he should, and as the effect increases 
it invades iJie center t h a t presides over 
Bcnsation, and he is completely narco- 
tized-from it, so much so t h a t he is 
not conscious of bodily- injuries that 
he may receive while under the influ- 
ence of the drug. 
If this alcoholism 
is crowded still further, it may not 
only invade the intellectual, motor and 
sensory ganglia, b u t it may go on and 
paralyze the centers t h a t preside over 
re.sfdration and circulation, and when 
this is the case the individual 
dies 
from alcoholic poison. 


I'nderslanding, as we do, the ph\'si- 
ological action of this agent upon ihe 
nerve centers, we cannot 
help 
con- 
demning, in the strongest terms, the 
use of an agent t h a t has for its end 
tlie continuous exhaustion of the im- 
portant part of man.—iledical

He said no matter 
w/iich side of the silver and tariti ques 
tions wiis taken, the gross amount in- 
voked in them both together was not a 
qaa! ter of the retail intoxicant iradeof 
our country. Analysis of United States 
ctistoms and internal revenne returns 
on malt, fermented and distilled liquo!-, 
i-howed $900,000,000 to be a j)retty fair 
figure. 
But this representi; only the 
approximately pure liquor. 
Jlaniiy a 
quarter of the liquor retailed, however, 
is ])nre. 
Thei-efore, if you throw out 
.$L'00.000,000 on the above pure liquor 
total, leaving it .$700.000.000, and multi- 
piy it by four, we have a grand toial 
of between :?r.'.00i),000,000 and $3,000.000.- 
ouo: 
This trade, ir put in legitimate 
eiiannelsof oiDerationsof our merchants 
;:nd manufacturers, would set commer- 
cial and industrial interests of labor 
and capital moving to the tune 
oi 
l)lenty of work and good pay. 
These 
iucts and philosophies u]iply to the-af- 
fairs of all who buy and sell, or eiirn 
or pay wages in honest business. When 
( hambers of commerce and boards of 
trade see these things in their true 
light they will drive the liquor trathc 
f r o m their oi-ganizations as the great 
robbers and pirates of all their equita- 
ble interests. 
IT is folly to answer 
this by saying t h a t bad business keeps 
money circulating, and so prevents in- 
stead of creates hard times. 
Its circu- 
lation is destructive of healthy busi- 
ness. 


Finally foreign capital has 
within 
the last few years bought up Amer- 
ican distilling and brewing plants to 
a great extent—such an extent t h a t tho 
dividends they take out of the country 
every y e a r a r e f o u r t i m e s t h e value of the 
entire annual product of our gold mines, 
this drain alone being seveial times as 
lauch as the $100,000,000 balance in the 
United States treasury, about which 
vve hear so much. 
This total annua! 
drain is 20 times as much as the present 
United States bond issue. 


T h e retail merchants' sales are cut, 
because their normal eonstittiency is 
expending so much more for 
intox- 
icants than for tiseful ]iroducl.s. 
This 
cuts down the trade of the wholesale, 
merchant, so of course the output of 
Iht, m a n u f a c t u r e r is reduced. 
So, too, 
the demand for labor in factories and 
stores and in f a r m s and in other cor- 
related industries has the life crushed 
out of it. 
Out.side of its 
religious 
or of its moral reform elements, the 
cold cash side of this subject needs 
thorough examination by bankers and 
merchants and voters and taxpayers.

He vivified and pervaded the Revolu- 
tion from its birth to the end. 
It was 
his spirit which breathed the breath of 
life into its nostrils. 
Amid all discour- 
agements, when the skies were the dark- 
est, when corruption prevailed in high 
places, when base men conspired to ruin 
him, when the tongue of slander was ac- 
tive, wlien the warmest of friends doubt- 
ed and faltered, he was never .swayed 
a hairbreadth from the line of duty. 
He saw as if with the eye of omnis- 
cience the end from the beginning, and 
nothing could shake that abiding faith 
in heaven and in the triumph of 
the 
cause of liberty. 


H e could be stern, as when he refused 
the prayer of Andre, and it is easy to be- 
lieve that had he been able to lay his 
hands on Arnold he would, in his con- 
suming wrath, have smitten him dead 
to the earth. 
He could be tender, as 
when at Trenton he stood with sympa- 
tlietio words beside the bed of the dying 
Hessian commander, but the one all 
swaying, all controlling motive of his 
life v.-as his love for his native land. He 
recoiled from the offer of the crown of 
his country as he would have recoiled 
from the rattle of a snake in his path. 
He was good, he was tmselfish, and he 
was great in the highest acceptance of 
the term. 


And yet Washington must not be dei- 
fied, for ho had his failings. There is no 
doubt 
that when 
he 
confronted 
the 
treacherous-Lee at Monmouth he cursed 
him roundly, as he deserved to be curs- 
ed, but the "recording angel blotted out 
the words with a tear." 
Henry Waid 
Beecher declared that when he learned 
that Washington swore at Monmouth he 
heaved a sigh of relief and said: "Good 1 
Now I know he was one of u s ! " 
He 
could exchange a shady joke with Knox 
when crossing the Delaware; he could 
not but know that he possessed one of 
the handsomest figures in America, and 
who shall find fault if he occasionally 
posed for his conntrymen to 
admire 
him? 


To our mind the sweetest picture in 
which Washington appears is when, on 
his way to become the first president, 
he tm-ned aside to bid his aged mother 
goodby. The massive man, in the prime 
of his magnificent powers, with 
the 
strength of a giant, picked up that frail, 
wasted form as if it were that of an ic- 
fant, and, holding her to his vast chest, 
ki-s-sed j)er aRain and agajn iind mingled 
his tears with hers. What greater crown 
of glory could woman crave than to be 
the mother of G«orge Washington? 


Lfet us thank heaven that he died when 
he did. 
H e had rounded out to the f u l l 
his matchless life's work. 
There was 
nothing left for him to do. 
He escaped 
the quicksands into which other feet 
have been tempted, and, folding hi.-3 
hands, lay down and passed away in the 
fullness of years with his fame at its 
zenith, and, like the star set in the heav- 
ens, too firmly placed for aught to draw 
it aside from its marvelous orbit.

Frar.ei.-: Liglitfoot Lee was a 
member of the coutinenral congress and 
a.signer. 
Richard Henry Lee wa.s a dis- 
tinguished 
Virginian 
and one of 
the 
first 
sona-i.I.s elocted from that >iiatp, 
Richard Henry often i-eeeivos tho credit 
for the i3niiitirtal line. " F i r s t in peace, 
fir.st in Mar iinri tirsif in the Jje.irt.s of 
his countiynHnj. " " L i g h t Hor.se H a r r y " 
u.=ed this language on two occasions ])e- 
fore congress, where he served at the 
time of Washington'.sdcatli. The phrase 
appeared originally in a re-^olution pre- 
pared by Lee, and it then read, " F i r s t 
in war, first in peace and first in the 
hearts of his fellow citizens. " 
After- 
ward he was called upon by congress to 
deliver a eulogy upon Wa.shington and 
he again used the famoiis words, substi- 
tuting the iprni " c o n n n y m c n " for "eel- 
low citi/.f-ns. 


"Lifiht Hor.se Harry " b e g a n lii.s mili- 
tary caror-r at 20 years of age or rapraiu 
of cavalry and s-a-ved clo.-ed to rhe per- 
son of \Va.-<hinguon. 
His corps was re- 
nowned for its splendid equipment and 
rigoroas di.sc.ipline, and its leader for 
his great coolness and courage. 
On one 
occasion the British surrounded him in 
his quarters when he had but ten men 
at hand. 
Tho enemy numbered about 
200, and Lee beat them off, killing and 
wounding several. 
This exploit won a 
major's commission and the leader.ship 
of an independent parti.'^an corps, and 
with this command, known as Leo's le- 
gion, ho became a power in the ranks of 
southern loyalists. 


In 1779 he surprised the gan-ison at 
Pauln.sHook, Pa., and secured the place, 
with IGO prisoners, losing but five men 
in the attack. 
For this service congre.s.s 
awarded a gold medal. 
In 1780 Lee 
joined the forces in the south under 
Qeheral" Greece, and on the retreat of 
Greene in the face of Lord Cornwallis 
Lee's legion acted as rear guard. 
The 
British army was Jjeaded' by the ilra- 
goons of the notorious Tsileton, and 
" L i g h t Horse Harry'.«" troopeia 
had 
many a bout with them, and en one oc 
casion 18 of the dragoons bit the dust 
before a gallant charge of the legion. 
Throughout this southern campaign Lee 
proved a match for Tarleton and at the 
battle of Guilford, N. C., 
repeatedly 
defeated him and kept up a separate 
fight on the flank of the loyalists. When 
Cornwallis retired to the north as a re- 
sult of this battle, Lee induced Greene 
to move south and recover control of 
Georgia and the Carolina.«. Lee's legion 
united with the militia of Marion, the 
" S w a m p P o x , " and a victorious cam-

paign was carried on by Lee and Marion. 
Fort after fort fell into their po.sse.ssio.n, 
and in the end, following iipon repeated 
assaults, Augusta, Ga., became 
their 
prize. At iiutaw Springs Lee was again 
with Greene and took a prominent part. 


After the war General Lee became a 
member of the continental congress, and 
as a Virginia delegate became au elo- 
quent defender of the constitution. 
In 
l i 9 u Washington appointed him com- 
mander of the forces sent to suppress 
the "whisky " rebellion in Pennsylvania. 
He entered congress in 175)9. 


The first official at tlie head of the 
nation wJien the United States Union 
was formed was John Langdon of New 
Hampsliire. He presided over the senate 
before the prosident and vice president 
wcae qualilied, and olficially notified 
Washington of his election when 
the 
vot«\s lud bepn counted. Iiangdon was 
me?nber of tlio continental cojiiji' is.«, r.n.l 
owing to absence on oflu-ial business 
when the Declaration was signed mis.sed 
a chance for immortality which he cer- 
tainly merited. 
His services to the re- 
public and to tho cause of the patriots 
covered the whole period of strife and 
organization. While speaker of the New 
Hamp.shire assembly in 1777 he scdected 
Stark to lead the forces against Bur- 
goyne and supplied the funds out af lii-; 
ovvij fortune to equip the troops. 
Lang- 
don went ro the field him.self and was 
with Htark at 
Bennington. 
He also 
fought at Saratoga and in Rhode Island. 
In 
j 788 he became governor of 
New 
Hampshire, 
which then included 
the 
territory now forming the state of VPJ-- 
mont. 
He was a Jeffersonian in poli- 
tics, but this did not prevent Hamilton, 
the great 0])ponent of Jefferson, from ex- 
chiiming witli reference to Langdon and 
his political afiiliations, " I see an hon- 
est m a n . " 


Washington's fir.st meeting with La- 
fayette took place at a dinner party soon 
after the zealou.s young noblonaan—a 
youth of IW—had been commissioned 
major general i n t h e i u m y o f the United 
States. Volunteers from abroad were by 
no moans a novelty. Inn 
Wa.?hiugton 
w:;s SI) impies.sed with the conduct and 
appearance of Lafayette that he made 
him a mrml;er of hi.s military family. 
Tho exp.'-riences <'i' tliis ardent French 
republican in breaking with his foreign 
obligations and uniting 
his 
fortunes 
with the revolutionists of the new world 
were hi,»'hly romantic. France and Eng- 
land were on ^ood terms and Lafayette 
•vas an officer in the French army. 
His 
arenavations to leave Europe hud to bo 


daiitiri ail lifiil were liuil oi 
aiil. aii(i 
Wualiiugtun at 3<iagtli urged that hight.-r 
raiiitary empioymeuc 
bo given 
hini.- 
The hint was taken.

VVASHINGTON'S WORDS. 


TrntUs That Hit the Maik Then and Now. 


Satlonal 
Policy. 


The polities of the nation have gone 
so far from w hat tJiey were iu V/ashing- 
ton's er.H that hi.s thoughts in 
general 
have little application to these times. 
In his farewell address, however, on 
stepping down from the presidency, he 
spoke as a patriot and statesman, and 
his words may be classed with 
those 
self evident truths that cannot become 
stale or useless. 
On tho subject of per- 
manent union as a means of preserving 
liberty he said: 


" T h e unity 
of government, 
which 
constitutes yoa one people, is aiso now 
dear to you. 
It is justly so. for it is a 
main pillar in the ediiica of your real 
inde-pendence: the support of your tran- 
quillity at home, yor.r peace abroad; of 
your safety; of j our pro.sperity; of that 
very liberty which you so highly prize. 
But, as it is ea.sy to foresee that, from 
different causes and from different quar- 
ters, much pains will be taken, many 
artifices employed, to weaken in 
your 
minds the conviction of this truth, as 
this is the point in your political for- 
tress against which the batteries of in- 
ternal and external enemies will 
be 
most constantly and actively (though 
often covertly and in.sidiously) directed, 
it is of infinite moment that you should 
properly estimate the immen.se value of 
your national union to your collective 
and 
individual 
happiness; 
that 
you 
should cherish a cordial, habitual and 
immovable attachment to it, accustom- 
ing yourselves to think and speak of it 
as of tho palladium of your 
political 
safety and prosperity, watching for its 
preservation with jealous anxiety, dis- 
countenancing whatever 
may 
suggest 
even a suspicion that it can, in any 
event, be abandoned, and 
indignantly 
frowning upon the first dawning of ev- 
ery attempt to alienate any portion of 
our country from the rest, or to enfeeble 
the sacred tie.s which now link together 
the various p a r t s . " 


Touching foreign relations, a question 
of great importance to the young and 
struggling nation, he spoke with 
un- 
usual boldness and vigor. 
In a broad 
sense ho urged the maintenance of good 
faith and justice toward all and the 
cultivation of peace and harmony, and 
then, descending to particulars, spoke as 
follow.« : 


" I n the execution of such a plan noth- 
ing is more e.s.sential than that perma- 
nent. inveterate antipathie.s against par- 
ticular nations and passionate attach- 
ments for others .should be excluded, and 
that, i^ place of them, just and amica- 
ble feelings toward all should be culti- 
vated. 
The nation which indulges to- 
ward another a habitual hatred or a 
habitual fondne.ss is in some degree a 
slave. 
It is a slave to its animosity or 
to its aft'ection, either of which is suffi- 
cient to load it astray from its duty and 
its interest. 
Antipathy in one nation 
against another disposes each more read- 
ily to offer insult and injury, to lay hold 
•.t)f slight causes of umbrage and to be 
Jiaughty and intractable when accidental 
or trifling occasions of dispute 
occur; 
hence frequent collisions, obstinate, en- 
venomed and bloody contests. 
The na- 
tion, prompted by ill will and resent- 
ment, .sometimes impels war to the gov- 
ernment, contrary to tho best calculi;- 
tions of policy. 
The government some- 
times participates in the national pro- 
pensityand adopts through passion what 
reason would reject; at other times it 
makes tho animosity of the nation sub- 
servient to projects of hostility instigat- 
ed by ijride, ambition and other sinister 
and pernicious motives. 
The peace of- 
ten, sometimes perhaps the liberty, of 
nations has been the victim. 


"So, likewise, a passionateutrac'imeut 
of one Jiation for another prcdno^is n va- 
riety of evils. Sympathy for tiiefavojito 
nation, facilit.'iting the illusion of an 
imaginary conmion 
interest 
in 
cases 
where nt' real common interest exists, 
and infcsvig into one the enmities of the 
otl)er, betiriy«" the former into a partici- 
pation in tb> suarrels and wars of 
the 
latter, without -siequate inducement or 
justification."

that it was George's ambition to become 
captain of a small trading vessel engag- 
ed in the then ¡irevalent tobacco traffic.

An InterestinK Procrani—Address of 
Bon. P. S. O'Ronrbe Ciiveu in 
Fnll Below. 


An excellent program was rendered 
last night at the Sons of Columbus hall 
at the celebration of the birthday of 
George Washington. 
The 
piogram 
was published in The Sentinel several 
days ago. 


The magnificent hail of tbe lodge 
was well filled with members and their 
wives and sweethearts, who came to do 
honor to the memory of the father of 
our country. 


The opening number of the program 
was the singing of "The Red, White 
and Blue," by the Columbus double 
quartet. 
Mr. H. A. Zurbuch made a 
short address on "Gen. George Wash- 
ington. 
Then Hon. P. S. O'Rourke, 
founder of the order of the Sons of 
Columbus, delivered an address on 
"Some of the Fruits of the Declaration 
of Independence." 
Mr. O'Rourke's 
address was as follows: 


Our country, comparatively young, 
has a wonderful history, and has had 
the especial care of Divine Providence, 
and fills a position among the nations 
unparalleled. 
In all ages of the dim 
past, the few ruled, oppressed, and en- 
slaved the many. 
The coming of the 
Savior, established the fact that the 
souls of the poor and lowly were as im- 
portant in the sight of God, as are the 
souls of those filling the higher stations 
of life. 
The brotherhood of man, and 
the elevation of woman, were indica- 
tions that worldly honors in themselves 
do not count much in the sight of God. 
i<'reewill awarded to man by the Cre- 
ator indicates free thought, and the 
latter the right to free speech. 
Still, 
the old world rulers, while professing a 
faith in Christ continued to enslave the 
poor. 
We have heard much of the 
barons at Runny Mede, and the humili- 
ations of King John. 
It was but an 
effort for power on the part of the 
barons, meaning but little 
for the 
masses, still a step in the right direc- 
tion. 
The civilization of the old world 
was but a guilding over of barbarism, 
sustained by kings and princes for their 
own benefit, with here 
and 
there 
honest Christians, able ecclesiastics, 
laboring 
for 
the 
salvation 
of 
souls 
and 
the 
rights 
of 
man, 
but 
the 
wealth 
and 
power 
of 
princes and nobility backed by stand- 
ing armies and the corruptions of those 
in high placM nulified their efforts. 
God in his infinite wisdom saw the 
crash 
coming, 
brought 
forth 
a 
Columbus, who discovered a new world, 
as it were, to which the oppressed could 
flae, where men of all c^eds with a 
true faith in Christ and civil liberty for 
mankind, could commence a civiliza- 
tion freed from the corrupting influ- 
ences of hereditary titles, and a union 
of state and church, which has ever 
been destiuctive of Chrbtianity, from 
the days of Constantino down to Vic 
toria. 
The cra^h came; sordid ambi- 
tion, immorality and despotism joined 
their forces, and Europe was drenched 
in blood, but the new world was peo- 
pled. 
The oppressions of 
the old 
country rulers brought forth the cry of 
liberty in the new. 
At Bunker Hill 
and Lexington blood flowed for civil 
rights. 
Later on, the cry was changed 
to liberty and independence. 
Wash- 
ington in the lead, backed by a conti- 
nental congrees, and the colonies. 
A 
sparse population spread over a vast 
territory, without regular soldiers, arms 
or munitions of war, but little wealth, 
and less money among the masses. The 
arrogance of British rule forced the 
fighting, but to the eyes of mankind 
there was but little hope for the suc- 
cess of the colonies. 
Washington said, 
"If our cause be just, God will be with 
us," and the result proved Washington 
was right, as without the assistance of 
Divine Providence the cause of the 
the colonies was hopeless. Our country, 
in the land of Columbus, took its place 
among the nations of the earth. 
No 
one branch of professed 
Christians 
were strong enough to rule, hence we 
secured liberty ot worship. 
No colony 
was powerful enough to command, and 
hereditary titles were dropped. 


The Declaration of Independence, 
the work of the immortal Jefferson, de- 
clared that all men were created equal, 
with certain inalienable rights, such as 
life, liberty and pursuit of happiness. 


Hence a division of ideas, secured 
our liberties, freedom of conscience 
and cemented our union. 
Washing- 
ton! What a character! 
A southerner 
first drew the sword for liberty in New 
England, while his nights of sorrow 
and deprefsion were in defence of New 
York, New Jersey and Penasylvania, 
a soldier and a statesman, commander, 
in-chief with almost despotic powers, 
yet he ever bowed to the civil author- 
ity—the father and 
savior of 
his 
country. 
He resigned 
power 
and 
place, preferring to live and die a pri- 
vate citizen, rather than remain the 
head of a people whose liberty he had 
secured. 
Even today, no country but 
ours acknowledges the equality of man 
its full sense, without regard to 
wealth or birth. 
Do we not see in all 
this the providential plan, leading up 
to the new civilization? Has not all 
the old countri es of Europe loosened 
the chains to some extent, that bind 
the maBBes? Has not titles and posi- 
tions, loat much of their power and 
the people's respect, 
unlsas accom- 
panied by 
justice 
and 
a 
proper 
regard 
for 
the 
rights 
of 
man- 
kind? 
No 
man 
is

glorious country, whether ^ 
seDator, judge or ecclesiaBtic, unletw

shows the necessary ability to fill his 
station, is just, upright and honorable; 
keeping in mind that he is but one of 
God's creatures, having a place to fill, 
and that the position can bring him no 
real, unselfish honor unless he, by bis 
worth, does honor to the position.

Mr. Nye first became known as a 


humorist of great promise about six- 
teen years ago, when it was discovered 
that he was the writer of certain capi- 
tal sketches published iu a western 
paper which was totally 
unknown 


except for his work. Since that time 
he has been one' of the 
foremost 


humorists in American 
journalism. 


He was bom in Maine, in the same 
neighborhood 
tbat produced Josh 


Billings. His true and fall name is 
Edgar Wilson Nye, although many of 
his admirers have believed for years 
that it was a nom de plume. It is 
contended that he is the man whom 
Bret Harte mentions in the "Heathen 
Chinee.1' 
At any rate. Mr. Nye'i 


father emigrated from Maine to Wis- 
consin when the humorist was but two 
years old, eo that Bill was never an 
eastern man. His'education w»s given 
him !n an academy at Kiver Falls, and 
in 1875. when he was about twenty-nye 
yean of age and had been already ad- 
mitted to the bar, he went to Laramie, 
Wyo, to practice. When Nye got to 
Laramie he found the field pretty well 
Blled with lawyers, and learned that 
going out west to grow up with the 
ountry would not do in his day, be- 
ause of the fact that the country had 
attained its majority, Having failed in 
aw, he did what everybody else does 
when he fails. He tried journalism. 
In those days there was a journal in 
Laramie called the Sentinel—described 
by a rival journal as a "bluff." The 
Sentinel was printed by a man who was 
called' Dec" and' Deacon." Nye said 
tbe boys called him "Deacon" on the 
principle of lucus a non lucendo. "The 
Detcon," said Bill in after years, "was 
generous to a fault—especially his own 
faults."

Way to Cure Drunkards. 


'ihere is a way to do everything peo- 


ple want to do, if they can only find it. 
Police Justice Morrison of Rockford, 
Ills., has evidently found the right way 
to cure drunkards. In his town, aS in 
all towns, are old soakers who again and 
again are arrested for being drank and 
disorderly. The stereotyped method of 
dealing with these is "send them up for 
ten days," in default of their ability to 
pay a fine. They never do have the 
money to pay the fine and thus" their 
families are deprived of even such 
wretched scpport as they would render 
during the ten days. 


When such an inveterate appears be- 


fore Mr. Justice Morrison, the justice 
looks him over from bead to foot and 
then says, "If'I let you go, will you 
promise upon your honor to report at 
police headquarters three times a day, 
to show that yon are keepir? sober?" 
The drunkard promises anything rather 
than go to jail He appears at the police 
station morning, noon and night, and 
a police officer with a particularly pow- 
erful nose for whisky smells his breath. 
If he is sober, ho is allowed to go free 
again. If he shows traces of being in- 
toxicated, then he is sent to prison. Tf 
he does not report, it is taken as a sign 
that he has lapsed, and he is searched 
for through the city and when found, i« 
made to go and serve out his sentence. 


The plan works so well that it is 


somewhat rare for a drunkard to fall 
during the period while he is obliged to 
report at police headquarters. The 10- 
enlt is sometimes the breaking up of tho 
fixed habits of desperate old topers. It 
saves to the city the expense of the 
men's maintenance, besides. The system 
is worth'try mg elsewhere.

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Sand Filtration, 


Ithas long been known that water 


filtered through clean sand is the purest 
of any. The present contaminated con- 
dition of tho water which supplies most 
cities suggests that the experiment of 
filtering it through sand might be made 
without great expense in places where 
the sand can be had, as along the banks 
of rivers and lakei. 


The attempt will be made thus to 


purify the water supply of the city of 
West Superior, Wis. 
Traces of sewage 


have been found iu the city water to 
such an extent that it haa become un- 
bearable. The water company is making 
arrangements to pass the whole supply 
from the lake to the city over sand be- 
fore it reaches the consumer. The sand 
near the city is very pure and white. A 
long gallery has been dug through this 
sand at the point where the water ia 
drawn from Lake Superior. The top 
and sides of the gallery are tight, to 
prevent the trickling through of any 
surface water. The water in the pas- 
sage drips slowly through the sand into 
wells which are dog at the bottom of 
each section of the long gallery. 
The 


wells reach down to tho substratum of 
red clay, and from them the water i? 
pumped to the city. 


Of course it will be necessary to 


change the snnd when it Ixwomes foul, 
but that can bo done, The water thus 
filtered through the sand has been test- 
ed and found to be very pure.

address was as follows: 


Our country, comparatively young 


lias a wonderful history, and has had 
the especial care of Divine Providence, 
and fills a position among the nations 
unparalleled. In all ages of the dim 
past, the few ruled, oppressed, and en- 
slaved the many. The coming of tbe 
Savior, established the fact that the 
souls of the poor and lowly were as im- 
portant in the sight of God, as are tho 
souls of those tilling the higher stations 
of life. 
The brotherhood of man, and 


the elevation of woman, were indica- 
tions that worldly honors in themselves 
do not count much in the sight of God. 
freewill awarded to man by the Cre- 
ator indicates free thought, and the 
:atter the right to free speech. 
Still, 


the old world rulers, while profeeaing a 
faith in Christ continued to enslave the

cate their lack of information by leaving 
a blank space about tho southern extrem- 
ity of the globe. 


If it is true that Kauseti has actually 


solved the mystery of the north, tho 
chief ambition of future explorers will 
be directed toward the southern, pole. 
Much of our arctic mapnmkiughns been 
done within the last half ceutnry, while 
during the last 44 years little or nothing 
has been added to onr know ledge of that 
mysterious region below the antarctic 
circle. Since Sir James Boss returned iu 
1852 from his daring dash into the south 
polar seas and reported that ho had dis- 
covered what he thought was a conti- 
nent and which hemmed Victoria Lund, 
there has been Jots of speculating done, 
but uo hivostigftting, at lentt uouo under 
scientific control. 


The old geographers accepted tho the- 


ory that there must he a great continent 
there because laud on that section of the 
globe was needed to preserve tho propor- 
tions and keep the spheroid upright. 
Their snecessors^could not act-opt this as 
a true theory and, lacking any-definite 
evidence of tho existence of such a'con- 
tineut and weary of waiting for explor- 
ers to snpply tiio deficiency, finally 
scratched off the lines of the vaguo con 
tineat from-their maps. It remains to 
be seen whether or not they will be able 
to definitely replace Antarctica within 
the next few year«. 


There is ouo man living today who 


has set foot ou what he believes was 
this mysterious mainland of the frozen 
south and is confident that within a 
year he will have penetrated to the very 
pole itself. This is 0. Kgerberg Borch- 
grevink, the hardy Norseman who last 
summer startled tho scientific world by 
a modest announcement of whoro he 
had been aud vthat lie hod seen beyond 
the antarctic ico barrier. 
Hu made his 


statement before the iuteruatiounl geo 
graphical congress iu London, and his 
pimple story was received with almost 
unprecedented enthusiasm. 
Ho 


hailed its the hero of the nutarctics, and 
plans for immediately follow ing up his 
discoveries weie at once formed. 


Mr. BorchgreVink is now 'lecturing iu 


this country, but next September he is 
to start at tho head of n party of scien- 
tists for the unknown regions around 
the south pole. An English commercial 
company has offered to fit out the expe- 
dition and takr<? tho explorer and his 
party to Victoria Land. They aro to go 
in a good sized steamship, mid will 
carry with them a 74 ton steamer nnd a 
naphtha or steam launch for the use of 
the scientists. Tho steamship will load 
with whalo and teal oil and skins, or 
with gnauo if nothing more valuable 
can bo secured. Tho explorers will be 
landed and left to tho mercy of an ant- 
arctic winter while tho ship goec back 
to Melbourne, to return a year later. 


Professor Borcbgreviuk is physically 


an ideal explorer. He tea stockily built, 
bronze faced man of only 31 years. Ho 
was born in Cbristiania of English and 
Norwegian parents. As a you'llg man ho 
•made one trip before the inast on a hail- 
ing vessel, and left the sea with reluc- 
tance to finish his education at various 
Enrooenn universities. 
Later ho went 


on account oi Hie ineniiiy ana re£f ect- 
ful feeling thi new showed to him. 


•The vessel i a which he sailed was the 


Antarctic, an i mtiqiiated steamer, which 
had been pate led up for the trip. She 
was far superior, however, to the sailing 
vessels Ercbns and Terror, which Ross 
used. The st;rt was uiado tin Sept. 20, 
bat owing to "au accident which canbod 
some delay it was Dtw. 7 before he 
sighted, from his station ih the crow's 
nest, the edge of the ice pack, the ad- 
vance guard that tclK of tha existence 
of the great ice barrier that surrounds 
Victoria Laud. For 88 days tho ship 
struggled in the pack, dodging icebergs 
and threading her way through narrow 
channels that opeued and closed as if the 
ice had been pieces of colored glass iu a 
vast kaleidoscope. Christmas night wn<; 
passed and thy new year came in with 
the rays of the midnight sun shining 
down upon thorn. At last, on Jan. 14, 
they found clear wntw, and two days 
later, having steamed steadily KOntli- 
Wfirri, ttn fortiddiiij,' coast line- of Vic- 
toria Laud, oirwlneh human foot had 
never been set, was sighted. Cape Adair 
was reached, from whence land could be 
seen stretching to the south and wosc as 
far as the eye could reach. It rose from 
dark, bare rock-Tinto peaks of perpetual 
snow and ico 13,000 feet abovo the Fea. 
Most of these peaks were of volcanic 
formation, if not nil of tlieiti, aud some 
had been in recent eruption. Those were 
tho smoking mountains whidi Ross told 
about. 


On Jan. 18 they reached Possession 


island, where Boss made hia only land- 
ing iu the antarctic regions. Borchgre- 
viuk and some of tho crew landed, and 
the young scientist told them that they 
were the second party to set foot on that 
ishud for half a century. Ho made 
quite an extended exploration of tho is- 
land and scaled ouo of ihe highest 
peaks. Here lie made oue oi the moat 
important discoveries that hate enriched 
antarctic loreA 


"Quite unexpectedly," he says, "I 


found vegetation on the rocks about 80 
feet above the sea level Vegetation 
never was discovered iu such southerly 
latitudes before. It is n cellular cryptog- 
amous plant—a lichen." 


Professor Borchgroviuk does not say 


that most men would havo passed by 
this insignificant growth without a 
thought, as Sir James Hoss probably 
did. 
He saw iu it an evidence of a con 


tiucnt. 


On Jan. 20 tile vessel ngaiu steamed 


southward, aud Coloman island was

sighted. Still onward they steamed 
for two days, entering, \vatcrs which 
had never before been plowed by a keel, 
and on Jan. 22 thoy reached latitude 74 
degrees.

Ho was look- 
ing for whales, and as nono had been 
sighted, ho could kco no profit iu going 
forward. It mattered little to him that, 
before them was a solitude which man 
had never explored and which might 
never be reached again. Ho wanted 
whales. Just a little more than ono de- 
gree to the south luy the south magnetic 
pole, according to Borchgievink'ri eaten 
lations. He might easily have continued 
until tho shore of the continent was 
reqchcd, pushed on over tho laud if pos- 
siblo, and made his voyage ono of tho 
most famous siuco the dnya of Colum- 
bus. 


But no! Whale oil was what iio win 


after ami not fame. So ho tinned back. 
Tho fcelinj? of disappointment in tho 
breast of the hurablo scientist before tho 
mast may bo imagined. 


Back they went to Cnpe Adair, a day's 


sail to tiio north. There tho captain was 
persuaded to make a landing. Borchgre 
vink was the first man of thoi-o iu tiiu 
two boats to set his foot ou tho mysteri- 
ous continent. In his enthusiasm to gain 
this distinction" ho jumped into tbo icy 
water up to hia waist aud waded iisbore. 
He made n hasty investigation of tho 
shore and gathered a few specimens of 
rock and found homo lichens similar to 
those on Possession Jslatftl. Then tho 
Antarctic ptenmud homo through the ico 
pack mid escaped beforo the southern 
polur winter set in aud caught her in its 
icy grasp. 


Professor Borehgrovink intends to 


.havo hi.s patty landed on tho mainland 
near Colemau jislaml. From there, ho 
will start with three Norwegian com

Athens and in tho \ery locality wheio 
onco lived tho fathers of thu classics is 
located this Amoiican School of Classic 
Studies, which luw jiibt liciiii granted 
some impoitaiit concisions by tho Gre- 
cian govoniiiii'iit. Tim prt-M'iit school is 
an offshoot of tho American Institute of 
Archeology, under v>liG->e auspices it. 
was founded in 18SI. Foi tho liift five 
years of its existence tho f-eliool had its 
hnadquartprs in a hired hon--o near tbo 
ruins of tho Olynipiuni, The Greek gov- 
ernment, hnwovcr, iu 188? gavo to tho 
fidiool :i plot of laud on tho soul hem 
slopo of Mount Lycabcttiii-, which is ill 
tho hnbnros of tho modem city of Atli- 
cits.

Sylvanns Sawyer, the iuventor of the 


rifled cannon, has just died in Temple- 
tou, Mass., at the age of 73. From his 
early boyhood, says the Springfield Re- 
publican, he showed a strong mechanic • 
al bent. In 1850 he invented a machine ! 
for splitting rattan. In 1854 he tested 
the mode) of his rifled cannon. The test 
w thus described by O. H. Keltoii, tho 
owner of the shop in Templeton where 
he fini-hed the model: "The trial took 
place m a meadow a short distance from 
his home. He had ngged tip a pair of 
wheels taken from his father's harcart, 
and thus had drawn it down to the 
meadow 
Abont a third of a mile away 


ho had also rigged up a target composed 
of heavy oak planks from four to sis 
inches thick uud abont ten feet square. 
He got us all down about tho gun and 
then loaded it with about a pound of 
powder, and tbongh confident of his 
own invention be did not dare trnst 
himself in )ts immediate neighborhood, 
but attached a fuse several feet long, 
lighted it—aud thea thewhuloerowd of 
ns ran like deer for abont a qnarter of a 
mile. But nothing seiious occurred. 


"When the explosion, took place, the 


projectile vent straight as a bullet to 
the mark, exploded as he planned that 
it should, aad tore most of the target to 
pieces. Thns successful waa the flrtt 
rifled cannon ball ever fired in this or 
any other country. A second discharge 
with tho same pucantious was not so 
successful, it stiiking the target askew, 
for it took Inter experience to teach that 
this was the fault of the projectile,'and 
that; tp .=ecnre the straight passage 
through the air it must be of even thick- 
ness and evenly balanced. Later, after 
uiauy experiments, it was adopted by 
the war department as an improvement 
of great value."

A modified centesimal system of sub- 


dividing time and angular measures is 
advocated by M. H. de Surrauton, in 
Le Bevne Seientifiqne. He proposes to 
retain the hour as a fundamental unit 
of time, on account of its universal ac- 
ceptance, itd convenience and the help- 
lessness of the task of altering it. 
Bnt 


the hour should be -divided into 100 
ininntes and the minute into 100 sec- 
onds. Thns each new itiinnte would be 
three-fifths of an old minute, or SO sec- 
onds, while tho new second v>onld he a 
little over n third of the present second. 
Two of the now secbucls would cover 
tho-time of a brisk step, like the accel- 
erated pace nsed in tho French army. 


Tho new second is the time taken by 


one semi vibration of a hiuglo pendulum 
12.9 centimeters long. Time conld then 
be consistently expressed in hours and 
deciinnK Thns 83.8348 hours might be 
read 8 hours 88 (now) minutes 48 (new) 
sicouds, and calculations involving time 
would bo much simplified. 
Clock aud 


watch dials v.onld be subdivided into 
hom» ,H u=tml, bnt the smaller divi- 
sions for tho minnto and second hands 
wonld be hundredth1* of the circle in- 
stead of sixtieths and eveiy tenth divi- 
sion wonld have to be slightly marked. 
For augnl >.r measurements M. de Sur- 
lantou ijropoj.es 240 degrees subdivided 
mto 10 niiLtitPS of 100 seconds each, so 
that they could bo conveited into hours 
by shifting tho decimal point one place 
to tho left.

One hundred and twenty years ago, 


in 17To, the Paris Academy of Sciences 
withdrew its standing reward of 500,000 
francs which had been offered for a 
"perpetual motion machine." It was 
plainly stipulated in tho offer that the 
machine bhonld "bo self active; so 
much so, at least, that when once set iu 
motion, it shall continue to movo with- 
ont tho aid of external forces and with- 
out the loss of momentum, until its 
pat t3 are worn out. ' ' During the years 
that the above reward was the standing 
offer tbcnsnnds of men became insane 
over tho problem. At last, at the time 
of the date given iu the opening, tho 
impocsibihty of constructing such a 
raaclnno having been demonstrated, the 
offei wa-4 formally withdrawn. No gov- 
ernment or society of standing now of- 
fers a reward for such a machine. — St. 
Lotus Republic. 


Vlriims of Oranlbiueg In Paris. 


It has often been said that the old 


stagecoaches caused in the aggregate 
ninny more deaths than the modern 
railway trnin=, even though railway ac- 
cident?, when they do happen, are usu- 
ally more gerious than those to which 
-stagecoaches are liable. 
A French 


statistician has been impressed with the 
numerous accidents cunsed by the om- 
nibuses in Paris, mid he contrasts them 
m a similar wuy with accidents on the 
railways. 
Even those -who know the 


danger* of the Paris streets which are 
far greater to all appearance than those 
of the London streets, will probably be 
surprised at tho result arrived at. The 
conclusion based upon tho statistics of 
the past yoar i* that the Paris omnibus- 
es alone count more victims iu one year' 
than do the whole cf the railways of 
France m ten times that period.— Lou.

congregation, taking for his text: 


Put ye iu the sickle, for tho harvest Is rlps.-- 


Joel Hi. 11 


The sword has been poetized and the' 


world has celebrated "the sword of jjol- 
tvar, the sword of Cortez, and/t&e' 


^ sword of Lafayette. The pea hasTj'een' 
- properly eulogized, and the worldthas 
ii celebrated the pen of Addison, the piin' 
of Southey, and the pen of Irving. The 
painters' pencil has been, honored^and 
the world has celebrated the?1 pencil of 
Murillo, tho pencil of Rubens, and the 
pencil of Bierstadt. The' sculptor's 
chisel has come in for high encomium, 
and the world has celebrated Chan- 
trey's chisel, and Crawford's chisel, 
and Greenough's chisel. But there ia 
one instrument about which I sing 
the first canto that was ever sung— 
the sickle, the sickle of the Bible, the 
sickle that has reaped tho harvest of 
many centuries. Sharp, and bent into 
a semi-circle, and glittering, this reap- 
ing-hook, no longer than your arm, 
has furnished the bread for thousands 
of years. Its success has produced the 
wealth of nations. It has bad more to 
do with the world's progress than 
sword, and pen, and pencil, and chisel,, 
all put together: ' Christ puts ~tfTe 
sickle into the exquisite sermonic 
simile, and you see" that instrument 
flesh up and down the Apocalypse as 
St. John swings it, while through Joel 
in ray text God commands the people, 
as through His servants now He com- 
mands them—"Put ye in the sicklo, 
for the harvest is ripe." 


Last November therq was great re- 


joicing all over the land. With trum- 
pet and cornet and organ and thou- 
sand-voiced psalm we praised the Lord 
lor the temporal harve'st. We praised 
God for the wheat, the rye, the oats, 
the cotton, the rice, all the fruits of 
ithe orchard and all the grains of the 
field; and the nation never does a bet- 
ter thing than when in the autumn it 
gathers to festivity and thanks God 
for the greatness of the harvest.

If this ak-oholisn 
is crowded still further, it may iiol 
onlv invade the intellectual, motor am 
seiibOiy ganglia, but it may goon aw 
ptirah/e the centers that preside ovtr 
respiration und circulation, and \vhei: 
this is the case the individual dies 
from alcoholic poison. 


Understanding-, as we do, the physi- 


ological action of this agent upon the 
ne-rve centers, we cannot "help con- 
demning, in the strongest teim.s, tl^ 
use of an agent that ban for its enel 
the continuous exhaustion of the im- 
portant part of man.—Medical

I/angdc-n was a 
member of the continental congress, and 
owing to absence on official business 
when the Declaration was signed missed 
a chalice for immortality which he cer- 
tainly merited. His services to tho ro- 
publio sind to tho cause of the patriots 
coveied the whole period of strife and 
organization. While speaker of the Jsew 
Hampshire assembly in 1777 ho selected 
Stark to lead tlin forces against Btir- 
goyne and supplied the fnnds out of his 
own fortune to equip the troops. Lang- 
ilon went to the field hiiii-'elf and was 
vviih Stark at Beiniington. He also 
fought at Saratoga and iu Rhode Island. 
In 178S he became governor of New 
Hampshire, which then included the 
territory now forming tho state of Ver- 
mont. He was a .Teffersonian in poli- 
tics, but this did not prevent Hamilton, 
the great opponent of Jefferson, from ex- 
claiming with leference toLaugdon aud 
his political affiliations, "I see an hon- 
e.st num.''

Truth! That Hit the Mark Then and Sow. 


National Policy. 


The politics of the nation have gone 


so far from what they were in Washing- 
ton's era that his thoughts in geueral 
havo little application to these time*. 
I» his farewell address, however, on 
stepping down from the presidency, he 
spoke its a patriot and state-small, and 
his words may bo classed with those 
self evident Truths that cannot become 
stala or useless. Ou the subject of per- 
manent union as a meaus of preserving 
liberty ho said: 


"Ihe unity of government, which 


constitutes yon one people, i.s also now 
dear to you. It is justly so, for it is a 
main pillar in tho odiiice of your roal 
independence; the support of yonr tran- 
quillity at homo, yonr pence abroad; of 
your safety; of your prosperity; of that 
very liberty which you bo highly pri/.e. 
But, us it is easy to foresee thut, from 
different causes and from different quar- 
ters, much pains will be taken, many 
artifices employed, to weaken m yonr 
minds the conviction of this truth, as 
this is the point in yonr political for- 
tress against which the batteries of in- 
ternal and external enemies will be 
most constantly and actively (though 
often covertly and insidiously) directed, 
it is of infinite moment that yon should 
properly estimate the immense value of 
your national nuiou to yonr collective 
and individual happiness; that you 
should cherish a cordial, habitual and 
immovable attachment to it, accustom- 
ing yourselves to think and speak of it 
as of the palladium of yonr political 
safety and prosperity, watching for its 
preservation with jealous anxiety, dis- 
countenancing 'whatever may suggest 
even a suspicion that ifc can, iu any 
event, be abandoned, and indignantly 
frowning npon the first dawning of ev- 
ery attempt to alienate any portion of 
our country from the rest, or to enfeeble 
the sacred ties which now liuk together 
the various parts." 


Touching foreign relations, a question 


of great importance to the young and 
struggling natiou, he spoke with un- 
usual boldness aud vigor. In a broad 
sense he urged tho maintenance of good 
faith and justice toward all aud the 
cultivation of peace and harmony, aud 
then, descending to particulars, spoke as 
follows:
